mister Chalmers^ has prove*d an admirable fup- 
plement. The original books, however, have, 
in numerous inflancees, been actually infpe6ted } 
and a coniiderable number, as wel of authours, 
as of works (unknown to all former collectors 
upon this fubjed), has been retrieve'd from la- 
tent obfcurity. That the compilation is more 
extenlivei accurate, and minute, than it other- 
wife could have been, is oweing to the kind at- 
tention, and literary ^.ertions, of a very learned 
and ingenious friend, to whom the publick is not 
lefs indebted than the editour. 

For the drfimatick poets, of whom the inquiil- 
tive reader wil meet with few tracees in this ca- 
talogue, he is refer' d to the valuable republica- 
tion of Bakers/^ Companion to the play-houfe," 
under the title of " BiogmpMa dramatical* by 
mister Kaac Reed, with which the prefent work 
is^ in no refped, intended to interfere. 
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GODMC SAINT, bom at Walpole, in Norfolk, 
and, for the fpace of £xty years, a hennit at 
finchale, near Durham, where he dyed in 1 170, 
feems, in that retirement, to have compofed a 
hymn, which he ufed frequently to chant, pretend- 
ing, in the genuine fpirit of his profesiion, that it 
had been originally dictated and fung to him by 
" the moil blefsed mother of god," who recom- 
mended it as a folace in pain or temptation,^ and 
which, being, certainly, one of the moft ancient 
fpecimens of Englifh poetry now extant, is here 
corre6tiy given, from a collation of feveral manu- 
fcriptsf , in fome of which it is accompanyed with 
the mufical notes.

GULDEVORD JOHN DE wrote, in Englifli 
verfe, '^ La pasfyun Jh^u Crijt en Evgleys** 
(boning '^ I hereth you one lutele tale that ich 
cu willcLtelle")) The contention of the oui and 
the nightingale (begining " Ich was in one 
iiimere dale) 3 Of the woman of Samaria, &c. all 
extant in a manufcript of Jefiis-college, Oxford 
(Num. 76). The contention of the owl and the 
nightingale is, likewife, preferved in a manufcript 
of the Cotton-library (Caligula. A. IX.) and, pos- 
fiblely, the other ihort Englifh poems in that ma- 
nufcript may be by the fame hand. 

The Oxford catalogue feems to be bifhop Tan- 
ners fole authority for afcribeing the contents of 
the Jefus-college MS. to John de Guldcvord, as 
he does not appear to have perfonally examined it. 
In fa6t, one Nichole (or Nicholas) f of Gulde- 
forde (Guildford) is twice named in The con^

f Warton, on thisoccafion, calls him John, 
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tmtUM of the owl and the nightingale, not^ in* 
deedj as the poet, but as a fage perfon, an accom« 
pliihed finger, and a fit judge of their controverfy. 
He is mentioned to refide at Portes-hom in Dor- 
fetihire: but the language is not every- where 
perfedly intelligible. It appears, however, by 
fome lines cited from the Jefiis MS. in The his* 
tory of Englijh poetry (volume l, page 25), that 
John de Guldevorde was actually the author oi 
" la pas/yon Jhu Crifi en Engleys ;" and, pro- 
bablely, Nicholas was his brother. Mr. Warton 
fays that " the whole MS. confifting of many de- 
tached pieces both in verfe and profe, was per- 
haps written in the reign of Henry the fixth :** 
which is highly improbable. The Cotton one, at 
leaft, is of the thirteenth century.

HAMILLAN is a name introduced merely for 
the purpofe of correding the misreprefentation of 
Winftanley. " Should we," fays that il-informed 
and inaccurate writer, '^ forget the learned Ha- 
millan, our book would be thought to be imper- 
fe6t, fo terfe and fluent was his verfe, of which 
we fhall give you two examples, the one out of 
Mr. John Speed his defcription of Devon . . . 
The other out of Mr. Weever his Funeral mo- 
nument a.'' Thefe examples are, doubtlefs, afio- 
nifbingly ^' terfe and fluent" for the age alluded 
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to, being, in fad^ good translations^ in the Akx* 
andrine metre of Drayton, and, very probablely, 
by that poet himfelf, from the Latin hexameters 
of old Hanvillan, or Hanvill, quoted in Camdens 
Britannia, and more at large in his Remaines. 

LAWEMAN, LAYAMON, or LAZAMON, 
a prieft at Ernleye upon Severn, translated the 
^ory of Brute,' or old fabulous Britiih hifiory, 
from the French of maistre Wace, a Norman 
poet, native of the iland of Jerfey, who finiihed 
his work in 1155^. This moH ancient poem is 
preferved in a MS. of the Cotton-libraCry (Caligula. 
A. IX.) extra6b from which, as well as from a 
chfferent and fomewhat modemifed copy (Otho. 
C. XIII. deftroyed by the fire of I73l), may be 
feen in the learned Wanleys catalogue of Saxon 

• Mr. Tyrwhitf, upon the authority of Huet, fays 
his name was Robert \ which is, at any rate, improbable, 
and, moft likely, untrue : as, in the firil place, a double 
name (the latter not being from the place of birth or 
refidence) would be a lingular circumHance in that re- 
mote age, and, fecondly, FTace or Gace was ^actually a 
Chriflian name ; there Ijeing two other ancient poets fo 
called, vix, Gaces Brui/, and Gaces de Vigne. Many copys, 
as wel of this poem, as oi others by the fame venerable 
bard, being the mod ancient in the French language, 
are ilil extant.

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MSS.* The language of diis work is nearly 
Saxon^ and the fiyle that of the Saxon poetry 
without rime 3 the MS. being writen, as ufual> 
like profe. 

ORM, or ORMIN, wrote a paraphrafe of the 
evangelical history^ intitled Ormulum, which is 
preferved in a manufcript of the Bodleian library, 
whence confiderable extra^ are given by Hickei 
and Wanley (Gram, A, S, i65, and L, V, S, 
Cata, 59). Both of thefe learned men feem to 
have confidered the work as mere profe, but the 
ingenious Tyrwhitt (who does not conceive it to 
be earljrer than the reign of Henry II. whereas 
Hickes places it near the conqueft) clearly ihews 
it to be writen in verfes of fifteen, or rather four- 
teen, fyllables, without rime. See his '* Esfay on 
the language and verfification of Chaucer,** § IV. 
The author addrefses himfelf to his brother Wal- 
ter; which is all that can be gathered of his 
history.

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GLOUCESTER ROBERT OF (flippofed to 
have been a monk in the aljbey there) wrote a 
chronicle of England in rime, which was publiih- 
ed by the industrious IJeame, from a MS. in the 
Harleian library, with a continuation, by the 
author, from one in the Cotton collection, in two 
^volumes, octavo, at Oxford, in 1724. This chro- 
nicle was ^vriten after the year 1278, being the 
6th year of king Edward the firft, which is the 
lateft date alluded to, though it ends with the 
reign of that monarchs immediate predecesfor, 
Henry the third, who dyed in 1272. 

GROSTHEAD, GROUTHEVED, GREAT- 
HEAD, GROSTEST, alias COPLEY, ROBERT, 

a native of Suffolk, or, according to fome, of 
Lincolnlhire, and, in procefs of time, bifhop of 
Lincoln, a perfon of great learning, is fayed to 
have writen " a tretyfe that ys ycleped [the] 
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" castcl of love/'* extan^ in the Bodleian libraiy, 
MS. Vemon, fo. 292. However, as the poem 
exifb in French, under the title of Chateau 
d*amour, Romance par mesfire Robert Grqffetefie, 
and " La vie de D. Jhu de fa humanite, &c." 
(" Ki penfe bien, ben pent dire") (fee Wartons 
History of Englijh poetry, I, 78) it feems moft 
probable that he was not alfo the author of the 
translation, which this historian, on the contrary, 
is inclined to attribute to Robert of Bninne, whom 
fee. To him, likewife, hath been afcribed, hj 
fome, the Stimulys confcientice of Richard RoUe : 
fee Tanner, in nomine, note h. He was con- 
fecrated in 1235, and dyed in 1253. f Of thif 
*' great clarke" Grower relates a fable, which wa» 
afterward attributed to frier Bacon : 
'^ I rede howe bufy that he was 
Upon the clergie an head of bras 
To forge, and make it for to telle 
Of fuche thynges as befelle : 

* ** Her begynnet a tretife 
That ys ycleped Cafiel of love, 
That bifliop Grosteft made ywis. 
For lewd mens behove." 
The firft line, of the prologue or introduction, is, 
** That good thinketh good may do/* 
f Tanner alfo gives the latter year as that of his hirth. 
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And feven yeres belinefle 
He laide^ but for the lachefTe 
Of halfe a minute of an houre^ 
Fro firft he began laboure. 
He loUe all that he had do." 

KENDALE. A poet of this name is men- 
tioned by Robert of Bninne, as haveing writen 
" in fo quainte Inglis," that it was not generally 
underHood^ and had^ of courfe^ been much cor- 
rupted : but upon what j[ubje6t he wrote we arc 
not informed. Thomas of Ercildon, another poet 
of the fame age, and alfo mentioned by Brunne, 
is to be placed amongft thofe of Scotland. 
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ASHEBURNE THOMAS, a frier of the order 
of the blefsed Mary of Mount-Carmel at North- 
hampton, wrote, in 1384, a treatife of theological 
argument, intitled, De contemptu mundi: extant, 
but imperfeft, in the Cotton library, Ap. VII. 
At the begining of the volume is another reli- 
gious poem, probabldy by the fame author, com- 
menceing '' Lyftyns all gret and finale." 

BANISTER WILLIAM appears to have been 
no lefs celebrated as a prophet in England, than 
Thomas of Ercildon, . his contemporary, was in 
Scotland. Bilhop Tanner refers to fome " Pro- 
phefies of Banister of England," in MS. Worfl. 
8vo. pap. 7. The author of Scala chronica, writ- 
• en foon after 1^60, mentions ( according to 
Lelands extra6t) '' William Banestre and Tho- 
mas Erceldoune, whos wordes were fpoken yn 
figure as were the propheties of Merlin." '^ The 

C 
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whole prophecies of Scotland^ &c.*' are fayed^ 
in the title, to be prophefyed, inter alios, by 
*' Banefbe and Sybilla," but no prophecy by the 
former is inferted in the work, though he is oc* 
ca£onally cited 5 as in the following lines : 

" Beids books have i feen, Banesters alfo:** 
''As Berlingtons books, and Banestbr us 

teUs :" 
^'' Beid hath brieved in his book> and Banestbr 

alfo." 

Forduns interpolator fpeaks of an Englifh knight 
of this name, who, in the night in which £d« 
ward the firft dyed, faw, in a vifion, that mo- 
narchs foul infulted and flagellated by devils. 
(Scotickro. by Goodall, II, 236.) Bifhop Tanner 
feems to confound him with Gilbert Banastre, an 
author of a different name and century. 

BASTON ROBERT is only noticed forarea- 
fon fimilar to that already given with rtfpeGt to 
Hamillan. Both Winftanley and mistrefs 
Cooper have fuppofed him to write in Englifh 
verfcj and inflanced, as a fpecimen of his ex- 
torted production on the battle of Bannock-bum 
(1314), the following lines : 

'' In dreary verfe my lymes i make. 
Bewailing whileft fuch theme i take :" 
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wliich may, indeed> pafs for a tder^tle translation 
of the £iA couplet of his actual perfimnance : 

'' De pkmctu cudo metrum cum carmine nudo : 
Rifitm retrudoy dum tali themate tudo.** 

There is no authority (unlefs it be Bales expres- 
fion of '* Tragedue ^ comedice vulgar es**) for pre- 
tending that he wrote any thing in Engliih ; and, 
indeed, one might be glad to know what Bale had 
for attributeing to him fo many things in Latin.* 
He was, however, a famous poet in his day, and 
has even given name to a fpecies of metre : 
*' »yme Boston,*' mentioned by Robert of Brunne. 

BRUNNE ROBERT OF. SeeMANNYNG. 

CHAUCER GEOFFREY, '' the father of Eng- 
liih poetry,'* bom at London in or about the year 
1328, wrote,f 1. '* The Canterbury tales :" twice

GOWER JOHN, wrote, in Englifli metre, a 
prolix dialogue, of various argument, according 
to the faihion of his age, intitled " Confes/h 
amantis, (that is to fay in Engliffhe, The confes- 
fyon of the lover) 3" originally printed by William 
Caxton, in 1483, and reprinted by Thomas Ber- 
thelet, in 1532, and 1654, folio: alfo a long pa- 
rafytical balade in praife of king Henry the fourth, 
inferted in feveral editions of Chaucer.* In lord

Some of his fmaller poems are preferred in a 
MS. of Trinity-college, Cambridge 3 and, it may 
be, in other collections ^ but, posfefsing little or 
no merit,f are likely to remain in obfcurity. He 
dyed, aged, in 1402, and was intered in the 
church of St. Mary-Overy, Southwark, where his 
monument, - a curious piece of antiquity, ftil re- 
mains.

LANGELANDE ROBERT, '' a Shropfliire 
man," it is fayed, " borne in Cleybirie, aboute 
eight myles from Malveme hilles," wrote *' The 
vifion of Pierce Plowman," a curious allegorical 
poem, firft printed by Robert Crowley, vicar of 
Saint- Giles Cripplegate, in 1550 (of which date 
there are at leaft two, if not three editions), and, 
again, by Owen Rogers, in I56l (all in quarto and 
black-letter*). The learned Tyrwhitt disputes 
our authors title, fince in what he efleemed the beil

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maBufcripts (whidi^ whether they be fb or not^ 
differ materially from the printed oopp), the poet 
is erprefely fluted by the name of '* Wille," 
and the work itfelf intitled *' Vifio Willblhi 
ife Fetro Ploughman,** Now, unlefs the word 
WiLLE be, as there is fome reafon to bdiieve, ho 
inore than a perfonification of the mental faculty, 
and have, confequently, been misapprehetided by 
die writa: of that title,* it fhould follow that the 
authors name was William, and that his fwy- 
name and quality are totally unknown. However 
this may be, the work itfelf, a very curious and 
masterly production, appears to have been com- 
pofed in, or foon after, the year 1362. It is a 
kind of religious allegorical fatire^ in which Pierce 
the ploughman, the principal perfonage, feems to 
be intended for the pattern of Christian perfection, 
if not, occafionally, for Jefus Chrifl himfelf. 
The mode of verfification adopted by this writer 
(an alliterative metre of 9 and 1 1 fyUables with- 
out rime) is originally Gothick, and, from the 
many other inftances which occur in MS. is con-

jectured to have been a favourite poetick ftile with 
the common people (as they are called) down to 
late period. (See Hickeses Gram, A. S. p. 817; 
Percys Reliques, 11, 270.) Our author became 
popular, about the time of the reformation, from 
his haveing lafhed the vices of the clergy, both 
r^;ular and fecular, with a yxfk feverity; and 
foretold, as was thought, the deftruction of the 
monasterys by Henry VIII. The pasfage is cer- 
tainly curious : 

" — ther fhall come a king and confefle yon 

religious. 
And beat you as the byble telleth for brealdng 

of your rule. 
And amend menials, monkes and chanons. 
And put hem to her penaunce, ad pristinumjta' 

turn ire .... 
And than fhall the abet of Abington and all 

, his isfue ibr ever 
Have a knocke of a kynge, and incurable the 

wounde." 

Manufcript copys of this work are by no means 
uncommon in publick librarys, but it requires a 
thorough and attentive investigation to decide 
upon the comparative merits of the printed copy, 
refpe6ling the faultynefs and imperfection whereof 
Mr. Tyrwhitt may have been fomewhat too haftey 
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m his judgement.* Afler all^ it is probable that 
the infonnation which Crowley, the original edi-

The fubfequent variations, throughout the poem, arc ftil 
more confiderable ; fo that it appears highly probable 
that the author had revifed his original work, and given, 
as it were, a new edition ; and it may be posfible for a 
good judge of ancient poetry, posfefsed of a fufRdent 
ftock of critical acumen, to determine which was the 
firft, and which the fccond. No MS. however, of this 
celebrated and really excellent compolition examined by 
the prefentannotator, has been found deferveing, either 
for accuracy or antiquity, to be prefered to that or 
thofe whence the printed copy appears to be taken.

MANNYNG ROBERT, alias Robert of 
Brunne> bom^ as it is fuppofed, at Malton in York* 
ihire, whence he ibmewhere calls himfdf " Danz 
Robert of Maltone," and^ in proceis of time^ ca* 
non of the piioiy of Brunne^ of Bourne, in laU'^ 
cdnihixey translated into Englifh metres the 
French riming chronicle of Piers, or Peter, de 
Langctoft, a canon regular of Saint Auilin at Brid- 
Mngton in ITorkihire, which he &iifhed in 1338. 
The more interefting part of this translation (a 
performance of confiderable merit), from the 
time of padwallader to the death of Edward the; 
firft, was firil publiihed in print by the industri- 
ous T. Heame, in 2 volumes, 8yo. at Oxford, in 
1725. The former part, which, in fa^, is a 
translation from the Brut of '^ mayfter Wace," a 
Norman poet of the I2th century,* and not from

MINOT LAURENCE wrote, in 1352, ten 
lyrick poems, of lingular merit, upon the principal

ROLLE RICHARD, a hermit, of the order of 
St. Augustine, reiideing in or near the nunnery of 
Hampole, near Doncaster, whence he is ufually 
called Richard of Hampole, or Richard Hampole, 
wrote, 1 . '' Stimulus confcientice, or The prykke 
of confcience,'* a theological poem, in feven parts -,

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STRODE RALPH, the greateft omameiit of 
Merton-college, according to Leland, who iajs^. 
in hb poetical ftile, that he worfhiped doquence, 
and the warbleing mufes with the moft pasfionate 
love. Chatfcer, it is trae, in his '' Troilus and 
Cresfeide,*' addrefses that poem to '^ morall 
Gower," and '' to the philofophical Strode/' 
'' To vouch fafe (there nede is) to correde. 
Of their benignities and zeiis goode :*' 
whence Bale infers that he calls him an £ngliih 
poet. Lydgate, alfo^ haveing this jiasfage in his 
eye, has placed him among poets, though he does 
not exprefsly term him one : 

" In moral matter fill notable was Gower, 
And fo was Strood in his philofophie:"* 
Nothing, however, of his compofition in the ver- 
nacular language, is known to be preferved; 
thoiigh lyeing Dempfter, who has ranked him 
among the native writers of Scotland, pretends

TAYSTEKE JOHN DE, a monk of Saint 
Marys abbey, York, translated from the Latin, 
in 1367, at the command of archbilhop Thoresby, 
a poem on the decalogue -, extant in number 1022

VICARY THOMAS, of Wimborn-minfter in 
Dorfetihire, feems to have been the author or 
translator of a poem on the dory of ApoUonius of 
Tyre (pogfiblely from the Pantheon of Godfrey of 
Viterbo), of which Dr. Farmer had a fragment.

WALTON, or WALTWNEM, JOHN, ca- 

non of Ofeney, translated into Englilh verfe 'iTlie 
boke of comfort called in Latyn Boecius de con^ 
folatione philofophie ; printed, in the exempt mo- 
nastery of Taviftock, in Devonfhire, by " Dan 
Thomas Rychard monke of the fayd monastery, 
to the inilant defyre of the ryght worfhypfiil 
cfqnier mayfter Robert Langdon,*' anno 1525, 
quarto : But the translation appears, from a ma- 
nufcript copy quoted by Heame (Prcefatio in 
Camdeni Annates, p. cxxxiii) to have been finifhed 
in 1410: conformabl^y to another, among the 
kings MSS. (18 A XIII.) in which the work is 
fayed to be translated '^ per capellanum Johan- 
nem," whom Casley mistook for " Ludgate." 
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ALCOCK JOHN, bifhop of Ely, is the author 
6E a comment upon the feven penitential pfalms, 
in Englifh verfe (Harley MSS. 1704, impcrfed). 
He dyed in 1500. 

• ASHBY GEORGE, clerk of the fignet to 
Margaret queen of Henry the £xth, wrote a moral 
poem, for the ufe of their fon prince Edward, on 
the " active policy of a prince," finiihed, it ap- 
pears, in the authors eightieth year, and extant 
among bifhop Mores MSS. at Cambridge (Num. 
492). 

AWDELAY JOHN, who ftiles himfelf capel- 
lanus, and appears to have been dd, blind, and 
deaf, and a canon of the monastery of Ha^imon 
in Shroplhire, anno 1426, wrote fome metrical 
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divinity and pious l^ends 5 of which the late 
Dr. Fanner had a coeval manufcript^ now in the 
posfesfion of Francis Douce^ efquire. At the end 
are thefe lines : 

^' No mon this book he take away^ 
N7 kutt owte noo leef y fay for why. 
For hit ys facrelege firus y zow lay, 
Beth a curfed in the dede truly. 
Zef ze wl have any copi, 
Afkus leeve & ze fhal have.

BANASTRE GILBERT wrote an EngKfh 
poem upon a miracle of St. Thomas, 146?, in- 
ferted in Stones history of the monks of Chrift- 
church, Canterbury 5 a MS. in Bennet-college-li- 
braiy (CCCCXVII). 

BARCLAY ALEXANDER, prieft, chaplain 
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(1508) in the college of St. Mary-Otery, Devon, 
and> afterward^ monk of Ely, translated from 
the French '* The castell of Lahour, wherein is 
Rychefse, Vertue and Honour," an allegorical 
poem, in feven-line flanzas, printed by Wynken 
de Worde, in 1506: alfo, '' out of Laten, 
Frenche and Doche," *' This prefent boke named 
the fliyp of folys of the worlde," printed by Rich- 
ard Pinfon in 1509, and by John Cawood in 
1570. It concludes with a ballad, of 12 octave 
fianzas, in honour of the virgin Mary. He, 
lifeewife, translated from the Latin, of Dominick 
Mancyn, *' A ryght frutefrill treatyfe, intituled the 
myrrour of good maners, conteyning the iiii ver- 
tues, called cardinall 3" printed by Pinfon, " at 
the inflaunce and requeft of the ryght noble 
Rychard yerle of Kent:*' and, in his youth, com- 
piled Five '^ Egloges, whereof \hQ fyrft thre 
conteyneth the myferyes of couriers and courtes 
of all prynces in generall : the matter whereof 
was translated . . . out of a boke named in Latyn 
Miferie curialinm compyled by Eneas Silvius 
poete and oratour, whiche after was pope of 
Rome and named Pius :" the fourth '' conteyning 
the maner of the riche men anenfl poets and 
other clerkesj" and the fifth being '^ of the 
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cytezen and Tplond3rihman :'* all printed bj Hn- 
fon or de Worde : and inferted^ alfo^ along 
with '' The m3nrroiir of good maners" in Cawoods 
edition of " The ihyp of fdys." There was like- 
wife an edition of the three firfl: edognes bj 
Humphrey Powell. Wood^ fr(»n Bale^ mentionB 
'' his anfwer to John Skelton the poet" (*' Centra 
Skelfonum, lib. l") -, which was probablely in mc^ 
tre ', but appears neither to have been printed^ nor 
to be extant in manufcript.* He dyed^ very aged, 
in 155^, and was intered at Croydon: where, 
from his firft edogue^ he appears to have dwelt in 
his youth. Both lus name of baptiim and the or- 
thography of his fumame feem to prove that he 
was of Scotiih extraction. Wood fuppofes him 
to have been a Somerfetfliire man : but 
Dr. Bulleyn, his contemporary fays, that he 
" was born beyond the cold river of Tweed.** 
See his *' Dialogue both pleafante and pitiful." 
1564. 

• In Maunfells catalogue is «« Alex. Barkley his 
figure of our mother holy church oppreised by the 
French king :" printed by Pinfon ; but whether in verfe 
or profe is uncertain. Bale, alfo, enumerates the lives 
of St. George, from Mantuan, St. Catharine, St. Mar- 
garet and St. Ethelred j which are in the fame predica- 
ment 
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Barday Is, likewife^daim'd as a Scot> byThomas 
Dempfler^ who £ajs '' he live'd in Engldand^ 
being expel'd [from his natiye ooontiy] for the 
iake of religion." This> however, feems his pe- 
culiar invention, fince no religions distentions had 
takeen place in Scotland fo earlj as 1506. Hoi- 
Ijmshed, even, pofitivdy calls him ** a Scot :*' 
but Bale, the oldeft authority, fajrs onely, '' that 
iome contend that he was a Scot, others, an 
Engleifhman,*' though he himfdf, from the fitua- 
tion he has alloted him might have adopted the 
latter opinion* He fays, moreover, that '' this 
Barkeley had prove*d feveral feds, fometimes ad- 
ing the mafs-prieft, and fometimes, the Benedic- 
tine, or Franciscan, certain to none : but in all 
diefe," he ads, in his bigoted and foul-mouth*d 
way, " he cpntinue'd a hateer of truth, and, 
under the disguife of celibacy, a filthy adulterer 
to the lad." Pitts, himfelf a papift, and, on that 
account, it may be, better informed than Bale, 
admits, that, with feme, he appeared to have been 
a Scot, *' but was, veryly, an Engleifhman, and 
his native country, as it is probable, Devonfhire." 
Wood, who defigns him Alexander de Barklay, 
favs he '* feems to have been bom at, or near, a 
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town fo called in Somerfetihirey* wbm, for a time^ 
educated in this nniverfity^ particobrij, as it 
feems, in C)rid-coUege> of which his great patron 
and £ivoarer of his Ihidies, Thomas Comiihj 
bifhop of Tyne, was then provoft [to whom he 
dedicateed his *' Shjp of foljs/' 1509]. " Sore 
'tis^ he ads, '' that, living to fee his monasteiy 
disfblv'd, he became viour of Moch-Badew in 
Esfex, and, in 1546, of the church of St. Mat- 
thew the apostle at Wokey in Somerletihire [and, 
finally, inftituted to that of All-iaints, Lombard- 
ftreet]. In his younger days," he fays, ''he 
was efieemed a good poet and orator, but, when 
years came on, he fpent his time mofily in pioos 
matters, and in reading the histories of faints.** 
Warton, who (as wel as Tanner) asferts that 
*' He was of Oriel-college, in Oxford" by way 
of proof, ihews him '' to have fpent fome time 
at Cambridge'' (II, 240).

BENET. See BURGH. 

BOKENHAM OSBERN, a native of Suffolk, 
and canon of the order of St. AugusUne in the 
monailery of Stoke-Clare, wrote, or translated, 
in and about 1445, the lives of divers faints, 
which are extant in a coeval MS. in the library of 
the Royal fociety. 

BOWYER JOHN, canon of Bodmin, wrote 
a dul poem, addrefsed to Jefus Chrift; intitled 
Confemplafio bona, and another, De pueritia do- 
mini nostri Jhefu Christi, ('* Allemyzthty god yn 
trynyte) j" both extant in Num. 2399 of the 
Harleian MSB. which, likewile, contains the old 
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poem " Quomodo homo fapiens dicit ;*' " How 
the wife man taught hisfon;" posiibldy by the 
fame hand. 



BRADSHAA HENRY, a monk of the Bene- 
dictme monasteiy of St. Werburg, in Chester, 
the place of his nativity, translated '* The hcHy 
life and history of faynt Weiburge, veiy frute- 
fuU for all Christen people to rede;** printed by 
Richard Pinfon, 1521, in 4to, &: b. 1. It is in 
ftanzas, chiefly of 7^ but fome of 8 lines. (Her- 
bert, 269). To th'is author, likewife, is attri- 
buted by Ames, or Heibert, " The lyfe of fkynt 
Radegunde :** printed by the fame Pinfon, in 4to. 
and b. 1. but without date : in flanzas of 7 lines. 
He dyed, as it appears from the book, in 1513*. 

* This virgin martjr Thomas Chatterton, in " The 
ftorie of William Canyng," has cou verted into a 

" Next holie Wareburghus fylld my mynde, 
As fayre a fayncte as anie towne can boafte, —

There is, at leaft, one very frofound fcholar who ftil be- 
lieves in the authenticity of Rawitys poms f a mistake 
which mufl have been imposfible to a prieft in the 15th 
century. 
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- BREUS THOMAS. At the end of an old 
Engliih poem^ in Uie Harleian library (Num. 
SSSS), is this note, writen, as- Mr. Wanlcy ob- 
feryes, by a later hand, '* .Fims pasfionis Chriati 
uvctore Tkoma Bretu (J 422) 5" which, he ads, 
'' ieems to be' a mistake, and perhaps a wilful 
one: idr ihe nsine'(Fho7nas Breus, which appears 
in the firft p^e; is oi the' very fame inke that 
the whole book is written with, and^ that maketh 
mention df the year 1 536 z fo that 'tis much more 
likely, that this jBreuifwas only the posiesfor of it.*' 
Hoover this may be, the mahufcript is clearly 
of the 'fifteienth century, and even the lafl page 
(pait of; a prbphecy), which contains the above 
^tiitie fe^ihs as old as the red. Some words alfo ap- 
pear to have been erafed, probably by the inter- 
polator of the cdophoD, from which he may have 
had authority for what he has there fayed. The 
poem itfelf commences with this line : *' Comyng 
the grct tyme of mercy." 

BURQP BENEDICT (orBENNET), canon 
of St. Stephens Weftminfter, translated out of 
Latin the b<)bk of distichs or precepts called Cato 
mognuB, which, as master Caxton obferves, full 
craftily he made, ''in balade ryal, for the erudicion

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of mf lord Boufher, fime and heyt at tbat tjme 
to mjlorde the crie of Efliei:." He was rector 
of Sandon, in EsCsx, in 1440, archdeacon of 
Colchester in 146a, prdiendarf of St. Pauls in 
1478> and dyed in 1483. M. Caxton, piefering 
his own pxofe to '' majster Benets*' fodtry, trans^ 
lated tiie above work from the French, and printed 
it in the laft of thofe Tears. " A CriAcmafse 
game made by maister Benet, howe god al my g fa ty 
feyde to lus apostelys, and echen of diem wens 
bi^tifte, and none knew of other," is in die 
Harlqr MS. 7SSS : '' Sanchu Petrut. Petri, 
Petri, piynce of apostdes all." '' Afysto[t]le8 
ABC made be maystcr Benet :" '' A to ameioas 
to aunteroiis" (^M5iSf. Hur. 1706). He,likewiie^ 
continued and completed the Regimen principmrn, 
or Secretumfecretorum, of John Lydgate, left im« 
perfe^ by his death. 

CAUMPEDEN HUGH OF translated, oot 
of French, '' The history of kyng Boccus and 
Sydracke, how he confounded his lemed men, 
and in the fyght of them dronke ffarong venym in 
the name of the trynyte and did him no hurt, &V;." 
printed, at London, by Thomas Godfray, ** at the 
cofie and charge of dan Robert Saltwode monkr 
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of faynte Auflens at CantDrbniy/' in 1510. A 
MS. copy, in the Sloan colledion (Num. 2232)) 
has " Explicit Robertas JVakefelde/' with the 
date of 1502. 4to. In the catalogue of the Bod- 
leian MSS. (Laud. G. 6?.) b <' Hugh of Camp- 
dens poems in Englifh:" posfiblely iht above 
translation^ of which manufcript copys are not 
uncommon. 

CAXTON WILLIAM, the firft Englifh printer, 
has aded two feven-line ftanzas, apparently of 
his own compofition, by way of condufion to 
*' The morale prouerbes of Cristyne [of Pyfe or 
Piian] ;*' reprinted in Ameses '^ Typographical an- 
tiquities,** by Herbert, p. 18. Mr. Warton, alfo, 
in addition to '* the rhyming introductions and 
epAogaes with which he frequently decorates his 
books," feems wiling to afcribe to him a poem of 
confiderable length, in titled '' The worke of 
fapience," of his own printing, and of which he 
appears to be the author, by the prologue : but 
which is, elfewhere, more juftly attributed to 
Lydgate. It muft be owned^ however, that our 
venerable typographer does not feem (in his own 
language) to have " dronken" very deep *' of 
Elycons well,** as he translated Virgil and Qvid^

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out of French^ into EnglUh prpfe. He dy«d 
in 1491. 

CHERTESEY ANDREW translated from the 
Frepch, 1 . '^ A Ijtel tretife^ intytuled or named 
the Lucidarye 5" printed by Caxton; 2. ''The craft 
to lure well and to dye weU/* finiihed the 8 1 ft of Ja- 
nuary 1505^ and printed by Wynken de Wordeln 
the following year 5 and^ 3. " The pasfion of oar 
lord Jefu Gryft," printed by the fame printer in 
1520.* In the title-page of his " Floure of the 
commaundementes of god, ^c, (a translation from 
the French) printed hy Wynkyn de Worde, 15S1» 
folio, are " The x commaundementes of the 
lawe," and " The fyve commaundementes of the 
churche>" in vcrfe. *' The prologue of the trans- 
latour," alfo, is in ftanzas of 8 lines. 

CHESTRE THOMAS is the author of a me- 
trical romance, intitled " Launfal miles,'* relating 
the adventures of one of king Arthui^s knights fo 
called, as he himfclf informs us : 

" Thomas Chestre made thys tale 
Of the noble knyzt fyr Launfal."

COMBE JOHN. " Disputatio inter eqiium, 
mnferem'^ ovem, by John Combe, old Engliih.*' 
MSS. Aflunole, 50. 4to. If this be the " dia- 
logue betwisen the horfe, the fheep, and the 
goofe," of which there is a copy in the fame col- 
ledion (754. 2), and which was originally printed 
by Caxton, it is ufually afcribed to John Lyd- 
gate. 

CORNISHE (otherwife NYSHEWHETE). 
WILLIAM, chapelman to king Henry the fe- 
venth, compofed, during his confinement in the 
Fleet, 1504, " A treatife betwene trouth and in- 
formation :" printed at the end of Skeltons 
works, in Marfhes edition, and that of 17 S6, 

CROPHILL JOHN, a cunning'7nan, conjurer, 
or albrological quack, who practifed in Suffolk 
about the year 1420, has left fome poetry or rimes 
fpoken at an entertainment of '' Frerc Thomas/*

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and five ladies of quality whofe names are men- 
tioned : at which two great bowls, or gobletib 
called " Merfy & Schaiyte*' were brilkly circa* 
lated: extant in the Harieian MS. I735j and b^ 
giningj ** Frere Tomas Fairefelde," 

FABIAN ROBERT, an alderman of London^ 
and one of the iherifs of that city in 1493, wrote 
or translated certain poems or verfes, which are 
interfperfed occafionally in his '* Newe cronydea 
of £nglande and of F^wice/* firft printed 151ft^ 
by Richard Pinfon 3 but omited, fxx the mod part^ 
in the fubfequent editions.* As a favorable fpe* 
cimen of his poetical talents may be mentioned 
an elegy on Henry the firft, which mistrefs Cooper 
has inferted in *' The mufes library/' as '^ wrote 
immediately after his death, the author un- 
known ;" and which Mr. Preston, in his 
" Thoughts on lyric poetiy/' printed in the ift 
volume of *' The tranfa6tions of tlie royal Irifh 
academy," calls *' a very early fpecimen of the 
irregular ode in the Englifh language 5 which,**

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be &J3, ** bears marks of die lugheft antiquity :" fo 
litde diffoeoce did thefe two ingenious criticks ima- 
gine there was between tbe language of the I2th-and 
that of die 15th centuiy. The piece in questicm is, 
in iaAy a translaticm from a Latin poem> preierve'd, 
and posfiblely writen, by Henry archdeacon of Hun- 
tingdon, the contemporary of that monarch, and in- 
lierted, akng with it, in our audiourB history. He 
dye'd, acocMrding to Stow, who gives his epitaph, in 
151 1 : Bale, who, though he live'd nearer the time, 
was moch le(s accurate and inquifitive, iays the 28th 
of February 15 19, and dififers as to the place of inter- 
ment. However, as '' His monument is gone,'* one 
would be glad to have known honeft Johns au- 



FANNANDE RICHARD, ironmonger, in the 
year 1457, compofe'd a defcription, or account, in 
rude and barbarous verfe, of the building of Culham- 
bridge, near Abingdon, in Berkihire, which he 
canfe*d to be hung up, on a table, in the hall of St. 
Helens hospital there, to the memory and honour of 
Geofifrey Barber, a principal founder of that bridge 5 
printed in Lelands Itinerary, VII, 79. 

FEYLDE THOMAS compiled '' A \ytel trea- 
^e called the contrauerfe betwene a louer and a

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jayc :" printed by Wynkcn de Wordc, in 4to. with- 
out date. It is not> however^ '' in Skeltonic Ycrb," 
as Herbert fays^ but in fix-line ftanzas.* 

FLEMING JOHN. His '' old Eogllfh poems" are, 
in the Oxfofd-catalogue^ fay'd to be extant in the li- 
brary of Trinity-college^ Dublin ; but he turns ootj in 
fad> to be nothing more than the tranfcribeer of Ri- 
chard Rolle. 

FOX RICHARD, biihop of Durham, and " locd 
pryve feale of Englonde," has many metrical inter- 
mixtures in "The contemplation of fynners," printed 
by Wjmken de Worde, in 1499, 4to. b. 1. He 
dye*d in 1528. 

GARNESCHE . . . ., a courtier, it would feem, ' 
of Henry the 8 th, with whom Skdton, laureat, by the 
kings command, as he fays, had a poetical or rimeing 
controverfy, in which the latter, at leaft, was very 
perfonal and fcurrilous : but neither master Gar- 
nefchees chaUenge, nor any other fpecimen of his ta- 
lents, is preferve'd. 

GRENEACRES. At the end of Lydgates 

^ Ames calls him Richard ;. but the misnomer is afterward 
rcctify'd by Herbert. 
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"^ Treatife exceUent and compendious, tsfe** 
from the Latin of Bocatius, are four feven-line 
■ liahzas, fuperfcribcd ** Greneacres a Lenuoy 
vpon John Bochas." 

HALSAM> " fquierc," made a balade begin- 
ing " The worlde fo wyde, the ayer fo remuable :'* / 
MSS, Har. 7SS3,' ufually attributed to Lydgate. 

HAMPTON of Worcester feems to have been 
retained at the court of Henry the 7th '* for 

-making of balades" a ftately kind of poetry, then 
mudi in vogue 5 and had a reward from the 
king, in 1498, of sof. for his labour. (SeeStee- 
venfes Shakjpeare, 11, 157.) He might be 

' what is now improperly called the poet-laureat, 
an ofBce which did not, under that denomination, 
exifl before the reign of James the firft.* 

HARDYNGE JOHN wrote a chronicle, in

poet-laureat, & historiographer royal. See Tannejt 
BibliotheciZf and Knights Life •/ Erafmusy p. 118. Malone, 
from a blunder of Warton, calls him Andrew Ber- 
nard* 
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•metre, ** from the firft begynnyng of Englande 
unto the reigne of Edward the fourth j*' printed 
by Richard Graflon in 1643, 4to. ; but extant» in 
greater perfection^ in two manufcript copjs, one 
in the Bodleian library (Selden B. 26), the other 
among the Harleian MSS. (Num. 66l). That 
part of the work which relates to the Percys is the 
moil valuable, in point of fad, as he was brought 
up in the family, and, at the age of 25, fought 
under the banners of Henry Hotfpur at the battle 
of Shrewsbury ; as a poet he is almoft beneath 
contempt. He was, at the iame time, a moft 
dexterous and notable forger, and obtained great 
rewards from Henry the 6th and Edward the 4th, 
for a number of fuppolititious charters of fealty 
and homage, from the Scotiih monarchs to the 
kings of England; which he pretended to have 
obtained in Scotland at the hazard of his life, and 
which are ftil carefully preferved in the Ex- 
chequer. 

HAWES STEPHEN, one of the grooms of 
the chamber of king Hcniy the 7th, compiled, in 
1506, " The pafle tymG of pleafure ;" printed by 
Wynken de Worde in 1517. There are, like- 
wife, editions by Wayland and Tottell, in 1554 
and 1555, under the tide of *' The historic of 
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Granqdc amoare and la bell pucel> called the 
pastime of pleafure, tsfc." " Such" obferves 
Anthony Wood, '^ is the fete of poetiy, that 
this book, which in the lime of Hen. 7, and 
8, was taken into the hands of all ingenious men^ 
is now thought but worthy of a ballad-mongen 
fiall !'* This complaint, however, has long ceafed 
to exxR, as, it is believed, though the book may 
be le(s red, it is infinitely more rare and precious 
than it was in the above reigns. He, alfo, com- 
piled *' The converfyon of fwerers," in octave 
ftanzas, with Latin lemmata ; printed by the fame 
pnnter, in I6O9: likewife, *' A compendyous 
Aary, and it is called the example of vertu, in 
the whiche ye ihall fynde many goodly ftoiys & 
naturall dyfputacyons bytwene foure ladyes named 
Hardynes, Sapyence, Fortune, and Nature," 
printed by him, in 1530 : to which mufl be aded 
'* A joyfiill medy tacyon to all Englonde of the 
coronacyon of our mooit naturall fouerayne lorde 
kynge Henry the eyght :** a fingle fheet, alfo by 
the fame printer, without date. *' The temple 
of glafle,*' which has been attributed to Hawes, 
feems to belong to Lydgate: Mr. Warton being 
apparently mistaken in asferting " that it was 
printed in Hawes's life-time, with his name by 
Wynken de Worde." (See History of Englj/h 
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poetry, 11/818 5 Ames and Herberts Typo^n^iiUMtf 
antiquities, 79f 194.) Bale^ indeed, inention8» 
among Haweses poems, Temphtm chryatalHtiMm 
in one book : but it feems to be given to Lyd- 
gate by Hawes bimfelf ; who, reciteing Lydgatei 
works, in " The pafletyme of pleafure*' fays, 

*' And the tyme to paflc 

Of love he made the bryght. temple of glafft.* 

HOCCLEVE, or OCGLEVE, THOMAS, 

wrote 1. " Dialogw inter Occhif (sf.mendicum :** 
" Mufyng upon [or of] the reiHes befynefle :" 
which, though fufficiently prolix, ferves as a pro* 
logue to 2. '' De regimine principis," or *' TraC" 
tat us de regimine principum/* a free translation 
from the Latin of vCgidius de Columna; ad- 
drefsed to Henry the fifth, when prince, to 
whom he is reprefented, in feme MSS. in a red 
habit, prefenting his book, in which he introduced 
the defcription and character, and, in the margin, 
depided the portrait of his " Maister Chaucer :"f

of peculiar fhipidity were feleded and publifbed 
by its late owner, in 1796, 4to. Hoccleve was an 
officer of the privy-feal, and appears to have dyed, 
at the age of four-fcore or upward> in or about 
theyeari454; fo that there is no improbabBity 
in his having been perfonally acquainted with 
Chaucer. 

HYLTON WALTER, a monk of Shene, in 
Sony, and afterward doctor of divinity, and canon 
of Thurgarton, author of a religious treatife, in- 
titled " Scala perfeccionis, englyfflied, the ladder 
of perfeccion,** firft printed by Wynken de 
Worde, in 1494, fo. wrote certain pious contem- 
plations in Engliih rime, and a northern dialefib, 
which are extant in the Cotton-library (Faufiina 
B. VI. 22), with fine pictures of the ancient her- 
mits, faints, and others, and the mystical trees 
glowing in the defert, or wildernefs, of religion 
or penance, reprefenting the vices of the ipirit, 
the twelve abufes of the age, ^c* He dyed in 
1395.

LICHFIELD WILLIAM, a doctor in theolo- 
gy, but who, according to Mr. Warton, " ihone 
moft in profe 3" and is faid to have writen with 
his own hand, 3083 Englifh fermons, wrote a 
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metrical ** Dialogae between god and the penitent 
HxA'y* preferved at Caius-college, Cambridge, 
boning '^ Oar gracioos lord prince of pile." 
(MSS. E. 147. 6.) with other pieces of that kind. 
He dyed in 1447. 

LOCK HUMPHREY wrote '* Verfes on al- 
cfaymy^ to fir William Cycil, 149O5" among 
Aihmoles MSS. at Oxford (Num. 18). 

LONELICH HENRY, fkiner^ translated out 
c£ French, at the inflance of Harry Barton, 
*' The romance of the St. Grayl:*' an imperfeft 
copy of which translation is preferved in the 
library of Bennet-college, Cambridge (Num. 
LXXX). See Nasmiths catalogue. 

LUCAS JOHN compofed, or colleded, about 
the year 1450, a folio volume of fongs or ballads, 
which Ames, the author of the Typographical 
antiquities, had in his posfesfion, and which is 
probabldy yet in being. See Hawkinses History 
of mujtc, II, 91 . In one of fir Henry Worsleys 
MSS. defcribed in the large Oxford catalogue.

This is believed to be the completed lift of this 
voluminous, profalck, and driveling monk, that 
can be formed, witliout accefs, at leaft, to every 
manufcript library in the kingdom, which would 
be very difficult, if not imposfible, to obtain. It 
is, at theiame time, highly probable that fome of 
thefe pieces, moftly anonymous in the MS. co- 
pys, are not by Lydgate ; and that, on the other 
hand, he may be the author of many others in the 
fame predicament. In the libraiy of Trinity-

college, Cambridge (Num. 377)> is lAdgatt 
Opera, 3 volumes. But, in truth, and faft, tfaefe 
flupid and fatlgueing productions, which by no 
means deferve the name of poetry, and their ftil 
more ftupid and disgufting author, who disgraces 
the name and patronage of his master Chaucer, 
are neither worth colle6ling (unlefs it be as typo- 
graphical curiofitys, or on account of the beauty- 
ful illuminations in fome of his prefentation- 
copys), nor even worthy of prefervation : being 
only fuitablely adapted *' ad ficum fe* piperem^** 
and other more bafe and fervile ufes. How little 
he profited by the correction, or inilructions of 
his great patron is manifeft in almofl every part 
of his elaborate drawlings, in which there are 
fcarcely three lines together of pure and acurate 
metre. Wei, therefor, and necesfaryly did it be- 
hove him to addrefs his readers : 

^^ Becaufe, i know the verfe therein is wrong. 
As being fome too Ihort, and fome too long." 

He dyed, at a very advanced age, after 1 446 ; 
no one, it is believed, having hitherto ascertained 
the precife year of his death.* 

* Pitts and Wcever, from a misconftruction of Bale, 
are, therefor, mistaken in placeing it in 1440, though 
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In his jMTologue to '' the ftorie of Thebces," he 
gives the following defcription of himfeif^ his 
horfe^ and fervant : 



'' In a cope of blacke^ and not of grene^ 
On a palfray^ flender, long and lene. 
With nifty bridell, made not for the fale. 
My man to fome, with a voide male^ Csfc." 

His hoft havdbig demanded the name and coun- 
try of one

He frequently introduces his portrait in the il- 
lumination of a prefentation copy, with that of 

followed by Grainger and odiers. The former rebukes 
one Pamphilus for extending his life to 1481, in which 
year, according to Warton, he lays, " that our author 
died/' In a copy of Lydgates^ Chronicle of EngUfi king^ 
(Harl. MSS. 2251), there is a ftanza of Edward the 
fourth, which proves that he furvived the year 14O1. 
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his patron^ generally the king; from one of 
which portraits there is an engraveing by Vertue. 

In his Troye-boke, C. 5, he feems to imply 
that Chaucer had overlooked and corredsd his 
writeings : aware that th^ would not endure a 
rigid criticiim^ he calls upon his gentle readers 
to

-duke of Clarence, the duke of Bedford, the duke 
<£ CUocester, the kinges fonnes'; at a fupper 
iimong the marchants in the Vintiy at London, 
itk the houfe of Lewis John." (See Tyrwhitts 
edition of The Canterbury tales, volume 5, pi 
xix.) According to Ben Jonfon, he was —

SCOGAN JOHN is fey'd, by Mr. Warton, 
to have been '' educated at Orid-coUege in Ox- 
ford; and, being an excellent numidL, an4 
of great pleafantry in conyerfation/' to have be- 
come " the favourite buffoon of the court of 
Edward the fourth, in which he pafsed the greater 
part of his life/' What authority there* is (be- 
£de biihop Tanners conjecture) for plaodng him 
in Oriel-college does not appear > but, in a book • 
intitled ^^ The jefts of Scogin/* or " Scogins 
jefts,*' the author, or compiler (Dr. Andrew 
Borde), informs us, he had ^^ heard fay, that 
Scogin did come of an honeft flock, no kindred, 
and that his friends did fet him to fchoole at Ox- 
ford, where he did continue till he was made 
master of art."* Hollynshed, alfo, fpeaking of 
the great men of Edward the 4ths time, has the 
following words : '^ Skogan, a learned gentle* 
man, and fludent for a time in Oxforde, of a

Drayton, in the 
pte&ce to his eclogues, exprefsly mentions one of 
his compofitions : '^ The Colin Clout of Sco- 
gan," fays he, *^ under Henry the feventh [it 
fliOQld have have been £dward the fourth], is 
pretty 5 but Barclays Ship of fools hath twenty 
wifer in it.** He is fpeaking of pastoral poetry j 
and cannot, thcrfor, mean, the Colin Clout of 
Skelton, which is not a pastoral, but a fatire. 
Langham, alfo, in his enumeration of captain 
Ck>ze8 library, nodces ^' The feargeaunt that be-

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came a fryai, Skogan, CkXljn Cloout^ 4*^.*' and 
that by Skogan are not meant his Jejts, is evident 
from all the reft being poetical trads. The only 
relique of his poetry now known is a fatyrical 
epigram^ which he wrote at Oxford^ on takeing 
his masters degree^ and is preferved in the above 
book: 

" A master of art 

Is not 'worth a fart^ 
Except he be in fchools ; - 

A batchdour of law 

Is not worth a ftraw^ 
Except he be among fools.*' 

That he was dead before Henry the fevenths 
time appears^ not only from the above jeft-book, 
but, with manifeft certainty, from the foUowing 
monkifh epitaph, extant in a MS. of the Har- 
leian library (Num. 1587), writen toward the 
latter part of Edward the fourths reign, that is, 
about the year 1483, and containing the auto* 
graph of the celebrated cardinal Pole, when a boy 
at fchool : 

'^ Hie jacet in tumulo corpus- S cog an ecce Jo- 

HANNIS 

Sit tibi pro Jpeculoj ktusfuit ejus in annis. 
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Lett tranfibvnt, tranfitus vUare neqmbuni j

That this J^ has been frequently confounded 
tirith Henry, and that Shakfpeare is guilty of a 
grofi anachronifin in makeing his head broken by 
Falflaff - '*' at the court-gate^ when he was a crack 
not. thus high^" or about 1370^ muft be readyly 
admited ; but no one^ who is not altogether re- 
gardless of truths and infenfible of ihame^ wil 
lienafter asfert that " there was no poet of the 
name of Scpgan in the time of king Edward IV. 
nor any ancient poet of that name but Henry 
Scogan, master of arts^ who lived in the time of 
king Hcniy IV." 

SELLYNG RICHARD, ''fquier," made a 
poem intitled '* Evidens to be ware and gode 
oooniayle^'* extant in one of the Harleian MSS. 
(Num. 7333 : ^* Whilifl i hade youthe i wift nouzt 
what it was.**) He fubmits it to the correction 
of John Shirley, who, if not himfelf a poet, was^ 
at leafl, an industrious coUector of poetry. In 
the Afhmolean mufeum is '^ A boke deped the 
abfirade brevyare compyled of divers balades,

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roundels^ virilays^ tragedyes, envcfys, complaints^ 
moralities, ftoryes, practyfed, and eke devyfed 
and ymagined, as, it iheweth here foUowyng, 
cofleaed by John Shirley" (MSS. /&. ii). (See 
Warton, Emen. & Ad. to Vol. II.) This is, 
donbtlefs, the collection, or one of the collec* 
tions, which Stow had feen, containing pieces of 
Chaucer, Lydgate, and other Engliih poets. > Tbe 
hope, entertained by the compiler of thefe anec- 
dotes, of finding it a treasure of old ballads, in- 
the prefent fenfe of the word, was nuferabldy dis- 
appointed on its infpection. Shirley dyed in 
1456, aged 90 years. 

SKELTON JOHN, rector of Dyfle in Nor- 
folk, and chaplain to king Henry the eighth, 
whofe tutor he had been, was a pcrfon of great 
learning and literary eminence, and actually re- 
ceived the degree of poet-laureat in both the 
Englifh univerfitys. His poetical performances, 
fo far as they can be now afcertained, are as fol- 
lows : 1 . '^ A right delectable treatyfe upon a 
goodly garlande or chapelet of laurell ftudyously

Befide certain of the above-mentioned 
articles^ Skelton^ in his Crtmne of lawreU, namm 
feveral other '' bokes and balades with dides of 
pleafure," which are now loft. His '^ goodly and 
meiy inteilude of Magnyfycence," piinted by 
JdinRastell^ is ftill extant; but it is ntterty incre^ 
dible that '^ The Nigramanfir/' defcribed, in Mi^ 
Wartons " History of Englilh poetry" (II, 86o)> 
as printed by Wynken deWorde, in 1604, evtr 
exifted, any more than feveral editi(»s, he qootes, 
of other pieces. Otat author dyed in fanctoaiy 
at Weftminfter, where he had taken {hdter from 
the perfecution of cardinal Wolfey, and wds 
kindly entertained by abbot Iflip, on the Sift of 
June 1529, and was buryed in the chancel of the 
parifh-church of Saint-Margaret, being aged, by 
conjecture, about 68 .

Kfe-time, and alfo to her felf [a cenfnte which 
may apply, with no left justice, or propriety, to 
Puttenham, and tlie reft of her fervile flatterers] : 
but i can believe they were excdlent. For, ' per- 
hap', the world never faw a lady, in whofe per- 
fon more greatnefs of parts met ' than' in hers ; 
iinlefs it were in that moft noble princefs, and 
heroine, Mary queen of Scots, inferior to her 
only in her outward fortunes, in all other re- 
Ipefts, and abilities, at leafl her equal," This 
panegyrick, though eloquently tleliver'd, is, at 
at any rate, a poor compliment to queen Mary, 
to put her on an equal footing with a " grcen- 
eye'd monfter" (tlie illegitiniate fpawn of a bloody 
and luftful tyrant), who, not onety, imprifon'd 
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that moft bedutyfiil and accomplifh'd princefs^ (to 
whom fhe had hypocritically and feductively of- 
fer'd a refuge,) for the eighteen beft years of her 
life and reign, but, upon the falfeeft fuggestions, 
and the grofseft forgerys, with a favage and ma- 
lignant cruelty, unparallel'd even in the Furies or 
Gorgons of antiquity, deprive'd of crown and king- 
dom, and deliberately fhed the facred and pre- 
cious blood, of her neareft relation, and, even, 
the prefumptive heir to her own realm, to which. 
In fad, fhe had a better title than herfelf. 

** O, tigrefs' heart, wrap'd in a woman$ 
hide !" 

TUDOR HENRY, king of England, the 8th 
of his name, wrote a '^ fpecial verfe, when he 
conceive*d love for Anna BuUeign," printed in 
'NugcB antiques y II, 147 : which, '^though," as 
lord Orford remarks, " it has no great merit, 
raifes our opinion of his majesty as an author." 
He is, likewife, fuppofe'd to be the writeer of 
a fong, begining '^ Pastime with good company," 
preferve*d in a coeval MS. now in the Britiih- 
mufeum, and intitle*d ^' The kynges ballet." 
Mister Warton had been told '^ that the late lord 
Eglintoun had a genuine book of manufcript 
fonnets, written by king Henry the eighth ;" and 
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Uyt " There U aa old luclrigal, fet to muGc 
by WiUism Bird, Aippolcd to be written by 
Henry, when he firfi fell in love with Anne 
Bolcyn."" 

TURBERVILE GEORGE translateed " The 
bcioycall epistles of the learned poet Publim 
Oitidiu* Naib : with Aulus Sabinus aunfweres to 
ccrtainc of the 6me;" printed by Henry Den- 
ham, I5O7, 8vo. He, likewiie, fet out, " Epi- 
tapbes, epigrams, fongs, and fooets, tvitb a di£- 
courle of the frien»ily affections of Tymetes to 
Pyndara hisladie:" printed by Henry Denham, 
1567. 1570, 8vo, There are fevcral piccecs of 
poclry in hiu "Arte of vcneric.;" and in liis 
" Booke of faulconrie or hawking," be has a 
poem in commendation of hunting, and a poeti- 
cal epilogue. Allfo " Tragical tales, translated 
by Turberuile, in time of his troubles, out of 
fundrie Italians, with the argument and lenuoyc 
toechtakr" printed by AbelJeffes, I687, 8vo. 
which Wood mistakeenly fuppofees " to be the 
fame as his tpUaphs, &c." and Warton, ftil 

• It may be fo; but there is notliing poetical, at 
leaft in Engleidi, in his Jeicers to her, pubUIh'd by 
Hearne ; many, of which, by the way, he was oblige'd 
to Tupprefs, on account of their grofs indecency.

Being fecretary to the Engleifh embasfadour in 
Rusfia, *^ he did, at fpare hours/' according to 
Wood, 'f exercife his mufe -, and wrote poems 
defcribing the places and manners of the country 
and people of Rusfia, an. 1569$ written to 
Edw. Dancie, Edm. Spencer, ^c, at London." 
The three metrical epistles to Dancie and Spencer, 
were printed in Hakeluyts voyages, I689. 
Thefe are includeed among the '^ Epitaphes and 
fonets" annex'd to the '' Tragical tales," by 
the authour, '* with fome other broken pam- 
phlettes and epistles, fent to certaine his frends 
in England, at his being in Moscouia, anno 
I669." Two of thefe epistles are fay'd to be 
familiar congratulations to the famous Spenfer^ 
but mister Park conceives that the poems do not 
afford any internal evidence to authorife fuch a 
conclufion, notwithflanding the refpectable aver- 
ments of bifhop Tanner and doctor Berkenhout. 
It appears, by fome prefatory verfees to his *' Tra- 
gical tales," as wel as from the dedication to his 
'' Boke of faulconrie or banking," 1575, that he 
had undertakeen a translation, into Engleifh verfe, 
of the " haughty woorke'of learned Lucan,*

Sir John Harington Las "an epitaph in 
commendalioD of George TurbeiTill, a learned 
gentleman," in his firfl book of epigrams, which 
concludes — " Mi/ pen doth praife tliee dead, 
thine grac'd me Uving." Sir John, in his note 
on the 5th book of Orlando furtnfo, fays " Allu-

firft 14 chapters) : printed by Nicholas Hyll, for 
W. Seres, and by Seres himfelf, without date, 
8V0. with a rimeing dedication to K. Edward the 
€th, in whofe chapel this verfion was for a time 
fung. '' A notable historye of Nastagio & Tra- 
verfari, no lefs pitiefull than pleafaunt, trans- 
lated out of Italian into Englifh by C. T." 
printed by T. Purfoot, 1569, l2mo. b. 1. is that 
flx)ry of Boccaccio to which Dryden has giveen a 
fecond immortality under the name of Theodore 
and Honoria.

Num. i;03, is "A dyttye or 
fonet, made by the lorde Vaus in time of the no- 
ble queene Marye, rcprefentinge the image of 
Deathe" (" thought by feme to be tiiaile vpon Ais 
death-bed") ;* which is inferted among Suneys 

• Gascoignes epistle " to all young gentlemen," pre- 
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poems^ and quoteed in Shakfpeares Hamlet : both 
thefe are reprinted by Percy. This Thomas lord 
Vaux, by a mistake of Puttenham, (who com- 
mends him chiefly for " the facillitie of his mee- 
tre^ and the aptneffe of his defcriptious^ namely 
in fundry of his fongSj wherein he fheweth the 
counterfait action very lively & pleafantly**,) has 
been confounded, by Wood and others, with his 
father Nicholas , whom he fucceeded in 1523, 
and who was no poet.

Stilt, it muft 
y be ollow'd, ii an UDhapy ejncbet, nhich was, certainly, 
et inftrlcd l.v the authour, nor in any one of the 
manufcripis, which, if not very ancient, are, at leaft, 
very nutnerous : all which, in faft, read /o/>(! a word, 
which, though prccedecd by the reijuifite letter, was, 
moft probablcly, ejufled by Crowley the printer, who 
did not underlland its meaning, and injudiciously fub- 
ftitulei^d /(r«, which, at all events, begins with an /, 
and was, apparently, the nntly word, fo circumftance'd, 
which he could meet ivith for that pHrpofe. Unfor- 
tunately, for this verbal ciitick, his emendation is all- 
together incuiififtent with the poets idea ; for, if the 
fimae were friii, its iiai would not be To intolerable as to 
force him to Jiepi himfclf into /riurii oifi'ouJs as he " a 
Ihepe, were;" and, indeed, hei exprefsly, tels us, ii;

The word, fifte, however, as it is, apparently, the ori- 
ginal, fo is it, likewife, in all probability, the authen- 
tick and genuine word, ufe'd by the authour himfelf ; 
and feems, Uke many others, to have formerly had an 
appodte fignification, not at prefent underflood. In an 
ancient metrical romance, intitle'd TAe fotudon of Bahy 
loynty for fome years in the posfesfion of the worthy doc- 
tor Farmer, and disperfe'd along with the other curiofi- 
tys of his invaluable and txtenfive library, are the fol- 
lowing lines : 

** In the femely fefon of the ycre 

Of softenesse of the sonne. 
In the prymfauns of grene verc, 

Whan floures fpryngyn and bygynne." 
Softiy after all, as well 2i% Jofteneffey may have been, at a 
' ftil earlyer peridd, corrupted from fome Saxon word 
compofe'd of hoty with the preBxture of an /, and, in 
order to prevent the junction of/ and A, the interven- 
tion of a w, fo that if the original word may be pre- 
fume'd to have been writcn, fwhote, a very good Saxon 
word, it would, naturally, in procefs of time, be mol- 
lify *d into Jofttf as it very probablely be pronounce'd ; 
of which kind of variation there are innumerable in* 
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flanccei. This, it mud be admiiEd, it kinic more than 
the fttilh f'i<Kifii, or trgtiig •/ rii quraiaii; but ihey 
who aic the moA coaverfiuit with olil Engtcilh ttianu- 
fcriiKi, which have not yei made their way through the 
■pixfi, are, at the laiiie time, the mofi likely to alioiv, 
Ihal * lucky accident, in the courfe of ihcir perufal, fre- 
quently fuf-piji, if not an emire, or better word, at 
Icaft, itt more genuine orthography, and perfpicuoui 
fignification : to which we flial readyly leave it.

do not very we] accord with the idea of his creeping into
